554 LEGAL DEER 
COUNTY'S TOTAL 
KILL FOR 6-DAY 
OPEN SE A S O N 


Game commission reports made 
public for the first time today place 
at 554 the num ber of legal deer killed 
In Adams coun ty during the six-day 
open season on antlerless deer from 
November 28 to December 3, in­ 
clusive. 
Last year during an open 
season on antlerless bucks about 130 
deer were shot in the m ountains of 
this county. 
Game Protector R. C 
Anderson 
had reported to him or discovered 26 
deer which had been illegally killed 
during the open season this year. 
Of the deer killed legally, 444 were 
doe and the other 110 were young 
"button” bucks, Anderson said 
Some hunters have estimated at 
between 1.500 and 2 000 the number 
of deer taken this year in the South 
M ountain area where sportsm en’s 
organizations 
sought 
to 
have 
a 
closed season on the antlerless deer. 
Urges Report of Kills 
In an announcem ent today Ander­ 
son called upon all hunters in this 
county who killed deer or bears to 
send their large game tags to the 
Game com m issions offices at H ar­ 
risburg immediately, if they have 
not already, done so. 
According to 
Protector Anderson a great many 
hunters have fulfilled this require­ 
m ent of law. but the county kill in­ 
dicates there are still a lot of hunt­ 
ers in this section who have not yet 
complied. 
By complying immediately with 
the commission’s request,” he said, 
"it will enable the departm ent to 
effect an early tabulation of the 
large game kill.” If the hunters re­ 
spond generally like they did last 
year, the commission hopes to re­ 
ceive close to IOO per cent of all 
game-kill reports. Last year was the 
first time concerted effort was made 
to collect tile reports and more than 
88 
per cent of the hunters re­ 
sponded. 
Anderson also suggested that, to 
lie on tile safe side. hunters secure 
"proof of m ailing” for an additional 
one cent in postage, and fasten it to 
Vhelr licenses. 
This will serve as 
j vidence they complied with the law 
and obviate the necessity of "my 
calling upon them for the $2 fine.” 
explained Anderson. 
While “proof 
of m ailing” is not required, the com­ 
mission nevertheless advocates it 
in case the report should get lost. 
Will Assist Hunters 
Anderson stated further: 
"I shall do everything I possibly 
can to assist the hunters of this 
county in expediting their various 
reports, but at the same time I 
caution them against tardiness in 
sending them in. 
If, for instance, 
the game-kill stub has become lost, 
include the same inform ation on a 
piece of plain paper with the num ­ 
ber of your hunting license at the 
top. 
The commission will accept 
tlqi m akeshift report in place of 
tin lost stub. Please remember that 
the report cannot be credited unless 
the number of your 1938 hunting 
license appears thereon. 
And be 
sure not to make the mistake of 
sending in your license with your 
report of game kill. You need your! 
license 
until 
the 
new 
ones 
are 
issued.” 
Commend* Police Aid 
The county game protector also 
spoke 
today 
of 
the co-operation 
practiced between various depart­ 
m ents of the state government dur­ 
ing the recent deer season in "sav­ 
ing the commonwealth many dol­ 
lars.” 
“Very few people realise, or stop 
to consider, the am ount of money 
that is being saved today In the 
commonwealth 
of 
Pennsylvania 
through systematic co-operation of 
the various departm ents of the state 
government." he said. 
"A good example of this saving 
was seen during the open hunting 
season recently. 
The ready, avail­ 
able and efficient 
service of the 
Pennsylvania motor |x>lice, and bu­

Rock Stops Train-Abruptly 


CORONER WILL 
PROBE DEATH OF 
CLETUS MYERS 


Amazingly all on board escaped 
injury when this locomotive and 
section of 26 freight cars struck a 
6000-pound rock in 
the 
Colum­ 
bia river gorge 32 miles west of 
Portland, 
Oregon. 
Operated by 
the Union Pacific, the ill-fated 
freight was tossed about like so 
many berry crates. 


An inquest will be conducted F ri­ 
day afternoon at 2 o’clock into the 
death of Cletus K. Myers, 17. Lit­ 
tlestown Ft. I, fatally injured in an 
automobile accident which occurred 
six weeks ago on the Littlestown- 
EonneauVille road, it was announced 
today by Dr Edgar A Miller, Adams 
county coroner. 
—The coroner will conduct his probe 
at the scene of the accident near 
W hite Hall, about two miles south 
of P-onneauville. 
The accident in which Myers re­ 
ceived his fatal injuries occurred 
about 11:30 o’clock on the night of 
November 18 while he rode toward 
Littlestown in a car operated by 
Dagan A. DehofT, 18, Littlestown 
R. I. 
S tate m otor policemen from the 
Gettysburg substation, who investi­ 
gated the crash, .said the DehofT 
car ran off the left side of the high­ 
way a t a wide intersection with a 
country road, struck and loosened a 
large boulder in a two-foot earthen 
bank, h it a large fence past, side­ 
swiped a telephone pole, turned over 
on its top and slid for about 30 
feet before righting itself and com­ 
ing to a stop along the right side 
of the road. 
Myers, who had been riding in the 
front 
seat 
with 
the driver 
was 
throw’n forward and his head wedged 
between the end of the partially 
opened windshield and the corner 
post of the air. 
His injuries in ­ 
cluded 
a 
f:acture of 
the skull, 
cerebral hem orrhage and other in­ 
juries. 
The driver and two other youtlis 
who rode in the machine were not 
badly hurt.

Falling more than two degrees 
below’ the low reading for Tuesday 
night, the mercury in Dr. Henry 
Stewart's oifical therm om eters reg­ 
istered a minimum of 12 degrees for 
Wednesday night and this morning.

The rem ains of a soldier who prob- j 
ably died in Pickett's crucial charge 
here on July 3. 1863. which were un­ 
covered on June 17 during prep­ 
arations for the 75th anniversary 
celebration and which have

identified as those* of a Confederate, 
were turned over today by G ettys­ 
burg National park officials to John 
Kyd Beckenbaugh, superintendent 
of the Antietam national battlefield 
site. 
Superintendent Ufckenbaugh has 
been designated to take charge of 
the reburial of the remains in the 
Maryland State Confederate ceme­ 
tery at Hagerstown. Maryland, 
The remains of the soldiers, which 
h ad - !ain in an unmarked shallow' 
grave about 150 yards northwest of 
the Bloody Angle, were uncovered 
by workmen digging trenches for 
water lines for the encam pm ent of 
the regular Army units along the 
Emmitsburg road in connection with 
the battle anniversary celebration. 
While park technicians worked on 
Hit* identification of the remains, the 
bones and bits of metal uniform 
decorations were kept in the vault 
at the National park office in the 
federal building here.

found revealed two small white 
buttons, 
which

those of an undergarment, and a 
blouse button. 
The blouse but­ 
ton, found near the skull, has been 
identified as a 
Confederate 
in­ 
fantry officer's blouse button. 
“The an*a in which the grave 
was located is shown on the chart 
of temporary burial plots as a Con­ 
federate burial ground extending 
from the Emmitsburg road east­ 
ward to a line near this grave. As 
the remains were found along the 
borderline of this burial plot, it is 
thought that, at the time of the 
exhumation of Confederate bodies 
and their removal Ll Southern 
cemeteries, this grave was over­ 
looked. 
"It is believed that tins soldier 
was a member of Heth’s Division 
which supported the left of lock­ 
et Cs Division during Longstreet’s 
assault on the afternoon of July 3, 
1863.”

A new cold wave was racing to­ 
ward Pennsylvania today, weather 
bureau observers said, fast on the 
retreating heels of the season’s most 
severe onslaught. 
Government forecasters predicted 
the new storm roaring out of the 
west would bring more snow to top 
the six-foot drifts piled up by high 
winds in some northwestern Penn­ 
sylvania counties.

W ashington, Dec. 29 (AP)—In te r­ 
national tension and the rush to 
prepare the nation for its own de­ 
fense are providing a new argum ent 
for those w'ho advocate federal aid 
for the railroads. 
W hen congress discusses ways and 
m eans of improving the financial 
status of the roads, it is more than 
likel vto be told that they would be 
greatly needed for hauling troops, 
arm s 
and 
war 
m aterials 
in 
an 
emergency. 
Howr far this argum ent will go, of 
course, rem ains to be w ritten down 
in the records of roll calls. 
Federal help already is being giv­ 
en to quite a few private activities 


because of the part they would play 
if the country were drawn into war. 
Arrangements have been made for 
the government to contribute heav­ 
ily to the cost of building ships for 
the 
American 
m erchant 
marine. 
These vessels are so equipped as to 
be converted readily into aids for 
the fleet in time of war. 
The government also has been a 
contributor—through air m ail con­ 
tracts—to the development of air 
lines. 
Two other forms of transportation 
—highway 
and 
inland 
waterway 
hauling—are being helped by the 
government. 
National defense fig­ 
ures to a degree in both, although it 
is not listed as the top reason for 
the aids.

found its way to written expression 
through the white m an’s printing | 
shop. 
Linguists, both 
white and red. ‘ 
have worked 
to give the Navajo 
Indians of Arizona and New Mex­ 
ico a written language, something 
t hey have never had, The task is i 
not easy, for many letters in the | 
English alphabet serve no purpose 
in the Navajo tongue and must be 
assigned new uses. 
Willet to Antonio, 39, a Navajo 
cf Crown Point, N. M., is one of the 
most, active in the work.
